Kin of Her Husband 
Held as Suspect. 

As she sewed tiny garments for a 
baby soon to be born to her, Mrs. Betty 
Sharples, 22 years old, was strangled to 
death with a rope last night in her 
apartment on the second floor at 712 
South Keeler avenue. 

She was killed, it is believed, for $65 
—money she had saved a little at a 
time for months to buy Christmas pres- | 
ents. ; 

Lying in a crib within a few feet of 
where she was strangled was her 13 
months old son. The slayer carried her 
body to the bed in her bedroom and 
walked coolly, unseen, from the apart- 
ment. 

Child’s Cries Give Alarm. 

The fire, untended, died down. A 
chill crept over the apartment. The 
child in its crib became cold and hun- 
gry, andcried. It was crying when the 
husband and father, Charies H. Shar- 
ples, came home from his day’s work 
as a machinist for’ the Reo Motor com- 
pany at 6:45 o'clock last night. Mem- 
bers of the family downstairs heard 
him come in whistling, heard him run 
to the baby’s crib, then to the bedroom, 
and then heard his cry when he saw 
there the dead body of his wife. :

Hie called Dr. Harry J. Dooley, 17 
South Crawford avenue, who, after a

an's right hand was a thimble, and be- 
side her left hand a needle and thread. | 
At her feet lay the baby clothes she 
had been making. On a table near by” 
were Christmag gifts—five packages— 
carefully wrapped and tied with rib-| 
bon. “ For Mother” and “ For Father ” 
read inscriptions on two:of them. . 

Dr. Joseph Springer, coroner’s physi- 
cian, performed an autopsy. There was 
a red mark about the neck. ‘“‘ Death 
was due to strangulation, probably me 
a rope or cord,” he said. 

Little Fund Missing. 

“There was $65 in a bank book in 
the bureau drawer when I left home,” 
Sharples told the police. The bank 
book was found half buried in the cold 
ashes in the stove. The money was 
missing. 
“ Thomas Catherwood told us he had 
been out of work and had been without 
money for some time,” said Capt. Glea- 
son. “He denies having been at the 
Sharples apartment.” 

Capt. Gleason questioned Mrs. Cath- 
erwood, who admitted, he said, that 
her husband had been away from home 
most of the day. She told the police 
he had@ been out of work for a month 
and was in need of money.

Conference Assigns Task 
to Subcommittee. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—[Spe- 
Cial.]—The international conference 
today tackled the problem of remov- 
ing foreign restrictions upon the gov- 
ernment of China with a view to en- 
abling the oriental republic to get on 
its feet financially. 

The committee of nine on Pacific and 
far eastern questions discussed “the 
matter of limitations upon the admin- 
istrative autonomy of China with par- 
ticular reference to those connected 
with revenue, and on Senator Under- 


subcommittee consisting of a repre- 
sentative of each of the nine powers 
for the purpose of examining facts 


full committee. 

How far the conference intends to 
proceed in the direction of restoring 
“administrative autonomy” to China 
remains to be seen. If it goes much 
farther than consideration of revenue 
restrictions it will bump into the prob. 
lem of the result of all the aggressioks 
on China, including the political con- 
trol acquired by Japan under the 
twenty-one demands and by several 
other powers

Customs Revenue Mortgaged. 


‘The first step, however, is toward a 
reform of the international arrange 
ments under which China is deprivea 
of freedom to impose and collect cus-

|cial.J—An impression that Italy was 


satisfied with the military situation in 
Europe was corrected authoritatively 
today when Italy's true views on the 
maintenance of large armies on the 
continent were outlined, 

“ Italy is not satisfied at seeing other 
nations on the continent armed,” said 
Italy’s spokesman here. 

“Italy wailts to see peace in Europe, 
and there is always danger of war 
when the nations are in warlike prep- 
aration. 

“It is our desire and wish to have 

land armaments reduced. We do not 
know if that will be practicable, but it 
is advisable that the subject be taken 
under consideration. This matter will 
come up again before the conference. 
“ So far as the question of the small- 
er nations is concerned there are smal! 
countries in Europe with large armies. 
But regardless of France’s army Italy 
will maintain her prograth of reduc- 
tion, the strength of her army being 
now 200,000 men, and it is to be still 
further reduced to 170,000 men.

Briand emphasised the fact that it is 
not armament that causes war, but 
the point of view held by a nation as 
a whole. He showed that as long as 
there was the will for war amongst one 
people the security of the neighboring 
people must depend upon sufficient 
force to insure it. 


‘ Deems Guarded Frontier Vital. 


His speeth clearly indicated the dif- 
ference between a country whose pos- 
evs enemies are separated by the sea 
}and.one whose enemiés have only to 


the first case a sufficient navy. can pre- 
vent the enemy from ever reaching the 
country concerned, and, therefore, no 
considerable army is necessary. 

In the second case, nothing but an 
army strong enough to defeat all at- 
tacks on land is of value. 

_M. Briand showed that when it came 
to the question of limitation of naval

We even went to war in proof of our 
sympathy with their views o e dangers of im- 
perialism to the United States and to the world. 
They builded better than they knew. The great 
masses of both the British and American people 
are now firmly of the belief that imperialism is a 
menace to their free institutions. It is this firm 
belief of the British and American people which is

Date Layer Cake. 


My friend, Mrs. Wilma Smith, has 
given me the following recipe, another 
of the one egg cake recipes which 
she seems to have a genius for finding 


| or compounding: 


Ten ounces or one ordinary package 
of dates, one teaspoon of soda, one cup 
of boiling water, one-half cup of 
chopped nuts, one and one-fourth cups 
of flour, one-half teaspoon salt, one 
cup of sugar, one tablespoon of butter, 
one egg. 

Pick the dates over carefully as you 
separate them one from another, and 


|} pour boiling water over them to ster- 


ilize. Remove seeds and shred, then 
sprinkling the teaspoon of baking soda 
over them, pour over them the boiling 
water, and stir well. Cream the butter 
and sugar, add the well beaten egg to 
them, then beat into the date mixture 
along with the floured nuts. Sift the 


‘| flour several times and then add it 
| gradually to the wet mixture, stirring 
‘it in most thoroughly. Pour into but- 


tered layer cake tins, and bake twenty 
to thirty minutes, according to thick- 
ness. I think thirty minutes best. 

Cool the cakes on a cake grill and 
put together with a simple icing made 
of one cup of sifted XX XX sugar and 
about three tablespoons of cream. Add 
the last tablespoon a little at a time so 
that it will not be too wet. 

This is a moist cake, with a ginger- 
breadlike top. Instead of icing it the

NORMA TALMADGE

Genevieve Forbes May Aid 
House Inquiry. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—[Spe- 
cia).]—Additiona! legislation to remedy 
defects in the immigration laws was 
recommended by Mrs. F. J. MacNish 
of Chicago, representing the women’s 
féderated clubs, before the house im- 
migration committee today. Mrs. Mac- 
Nish has just completed an investiga- 
tion of the immigration situation, par- 
ticularly at Ellis Island. 

“Tt is a bad law,” she said, “that 
permits the male heads of families to 
come in as immigrants. They become 
weaned from their wives and children 
in the five years they must remain 
to become citizens, or before they can 
save money to send for their families.” 

She told of one Italian immigrant 
who calmly watched the deportation of 
bis wife and children, never making 
the slightest effort to have them ad- 
mitted, because he had lost interest In 
them during his long stay in the Unit- 
ed States. 
| Opens Door to Undesirables. 

An evil consequence of the admis- 
sion of male heads of families lies in 
the fact that it so often becomes the 
excuse of letting down the bars against 
unfit immigrants. 

“We admitted 10,000 unfit immi- 
grants in the last fiscal year,” said 
Representative Albert Johnson of 
Washington, chairman of the commit- 
tee, “because of the hue and cry 


raised against separation of families. 


It is getting to be the practice for 
healthy members of an immigrant fam- 
ily to go ahead, leaving behind the 


imbecile or physically defective child, . 


sending later for the latter and then 
appealing to public sympathy for its 
admission.” 

Large numbers of Russian and 
French children in groups of fifty, av- 
eraging about 10 years old, are being 
brought into the United States as war 
refugee immigrants by organizations 
of their races in this country, Mrs. 
MacNish told the committee. Repre- 
sentative Raker of California criticized 
this practice, suggesting that there 
were enough destitute children in the 
United States/to be taken care of. 


Rakes Ellis Island Station. 
Mrs. MacNish, criticized the facili- 
ties for caring 4: immigrants at Ellis 
Island. “The “Physica? comforts at 
Ellis Island are not adapted to the care 
of children and their mothers,” she 


‘said 


She suggested also the separation of 
English speaking immigrants from oth- 
ers. She found no evidences of abuse 
of migrants by the attendants at 
Ellis Island, she said, but she thought 


the attendants were poorly paid.

FAHERTY URGES 
WANTS 


PROPERTY 


Tells Aldermen He’s Will- 


‘ing to Undertake Job. 


Michael J. Faherty, styled the “ bufld- 
er of the Thompson administration,” 
urged the council local transportation 
committee yesterday to build a subway 


to pay for it. 

Mr. Faherty is the gentleman who 
O. K.'d the payment of milliong’of dol- 
lars to five experts, 
“kidded” him gen when he an- 
nounced frankly that he considered 


himself qualified, through experience; 
as an expert on traction. %, 


Under his plan Mr. Faherty, as presi- | 


dent of the board of local improve- 
ments, would have entire charge of 
subway cofstruction. He frankly asked 


for the job and declared he could put 
it over. | 
Applies Scheme to North Side. 

With the aid of a map showing gra4- 
uated assessments on property Mr. 
Faherty applied his subway scheme te 
the territory within four blocks of 
North Clark street between Chicage 
avenue and Division street. 

“A subway in any district will re- 
sult in the landlords boosting rents,” 
Mr. Faherty asserted. “My plan is to 
make the landlord pay part of his“in- 
creased income toward subway con- 
struction. 

“The tenant will have to pay the in- 
creased rents whether subways are 
built by special assessment or in other 
ways.” 

Supposing that subway stations were 
located at Clark and Chicago avenue 
and at Clark and Division street, Mr. 
Faherty asserted the income from 50 
foot corner lots at these points would 
be increased by $150 a month by reason 
of the subway. 


He Would Pay Willingly. 
“TI would be willing to stand such an 


assessment if I owned these corners,” | 


he asserted. ‘“‘ But such assessments 
over a twenty year period would build 
the subway six times over. It would be 
necessary only to take one-sixth of this 
increased income from the property 
owner to pay for the subway.” * 

Under the Faherty plan the fifty 
foot lot at Division and Clark street 
would pay $25 a month toward the sub- 
way; a fifty foot lot at La Salle and Di- 
vision street would pay $8.33 a month 
for twenty years; the same lot &t Wells 
and Division street, a Wiock fartHer 
from the station, would pay $6.66, etc. 

*“*I would assess property thin 
eight blocks,” Mr. Faherty said. “I 
figure that people would walk eight 
blocks to get real rapfi transit.” 

$1 a Month Eight Blocks Away. 

A fifty foot lot, seven to eight blocks 
from the subway station, would pay $1 
a month toward the improvement, Mr. 
Faherty figuring that the income from 
the lot would be inchreased $6 a month 
by reason of the subway. 

“The money would be available at 
once,” Faherty continued. “City spe- 
cial assessment paper pays 6 per cent 
interest. I believe it would bring more 
than par if the city would guarantee 
the payment of interest.” 

“The Faherty subway would be of 
the four track variety, built beneath 
an eighty foot street. It would cost 
$5,000,000 a mile. Equipment would 
cost $2,000,000 a mile, Faherty  esti- 
mated. 

“I don’t believe the $30,000,000 trac- 
tion fund should be used to pay for a 
loop subway,” Mr. Faherty said. “‘ Sixty 
days after a special assessment subway 
in the outlying districts was completed 
the loop interests would be in with the 
request that they be assessed to build 


a loop subway.”

"company had not yet started produc- 
tion. 

According to Attorney Louts V. Cald- 
well, representing the depositors, the 
loans in question were fraudulent and 
were made on the books solely to cover 
up shortages.

WICHITA FALLS, the County Seat of Wichita County, is one of the most progressive and rapidly
